Supreme Test for League 


I 


TALY and Greece were among the 
first signatories to the League of Na- 


tions pact. They solemnly subscribed 
to Article 12 of the pact which reads: 


"The members of the league agree 


that if there should arise between 
them any dispute likely to lead to a 
rupture, they will submit the mat- 
ter to arbitration or to inquiry by 
the council, and they agree in no 
case to resort to war until three 
months after the award by the ar- 
bitrators or the report by the coun- 
cil." 
Mr. Mussolini has, insofar as Italy is 


concerned, already made a scrap of pa- 
per of the League of Nations. In plain 
violation of the above quoted article It- 
aly has resorted to force in dealing with 
Greece. 


England is endeavoring to make Italy 


live up to its obligations as a member 
of the League of Nations. France is 
sitting back figuring out how to exploit 
the situation in" such a way as to ad- 
vance her own position as the dictator 
of Europe. 


The League of Nations is facing its 


supreme test. 


[To the Editor]—Senator Lenroot, who some 


time ago shdwed us the test fcy -which the 
statesman can be told from the demagogu*, 
has now illustrated how that test is' applied. 
The test was "toil and study," which the states- 
man applies to all public questions. 


In his speech at Beloit, 'the distinguished 


statesman told what his study has. taught him 
regarding the coal trouble. Nobody is likely 
to disagree with the statement, ascribed to him 
in the newspapers, that, if the operators and 
miners could not get together, "he favored gov- 
ernmental action, so far as it is in the power 
of the government -to act, to protect the Amer- 
ican people." After all, that's what the gov- 
ernment is for. 


Undoubtedly, his hearers were on tip-toe, 


waiting to hear how the Senator would go 
about to afford that protection. 
Unfortunately, 


this point Mr. Lenroot, who cannot be expect- 
ed to have the endurance of a superman, seems 
to have been overcome by fatigue. For, unless 
the newspapers do him wrong, he said not an- 
other word on the coal question. 


•What a pity he did not pursue his studies 


further! 
Then, perhaps, he would have dis- 


covered that there is just one remedy for this 
recurrent trouble. That remedy is to take the 
entire business out of the hands of the profit- 
mongers and turn it over to somebody who 
will dig coal for the exclusive purpose of sup- 
plying the people with fuel. 


Docs that mean government operation? Not 


necessarily; but government operation is one 
of the ways in which it could be. done. 
Per- 


haps Senator Lenroot would say .that govern- 
ment operation is inefficient. 
That is one of 


those 
commonplaces, which further 
study 


would make rather silly. 
Government opera- 


tion of business is sometimes rather inefficient; 
so is private operation, as for instance that of 
anthracite mines. 
Operation of business by 


government has also been very-efficient in. some 
cases. Witness the building of the Panama 
Canal; witness especially the management of

Our Forestry Problem

IMBER is being destroyed faster 


than it is being replaced, quality is 


depreciating; smaller and poorer houses 
are being built, and prices are becoming 
higher, Col. William B. Greely, chief of 
the United States bureau of forestry, 
declared in a statement concerning na- 
tional, consequences of timber depletion. 


Originally the United States contain- 


ed five trillion board feet of stumpage; 
r.ov,- only 1,600 billion feet .of virgin 
timber and 600 billion feet of culled and 
second growth remain. 


Timber is being cut or destroyed at 


the rate of sixty billion board feet a 
year.. 
Soft wood is being cut eight 


times as fast as it is being replaced, and 
hardwood three times as fast. Seventy- 
five per cent of all timber cut is not be- 
ing replaced. 


Removal of the timber supply from 


points of consumption has created re- 
tail prices so high, because of transpor- 
tation charges, that many demands for 
lumber cannot be satisfied. 
Twenty- 


eight states produce less lumber than 
they consume. Only five states in 1920 
produced more lumber than they could 
use. In the space of seven years the 
average lumber haul between sawmill 
and consumer has increased 34 per cent. 


"These are the startling facts facing 


the people of this nation," Col. Greely 
declares, "which is sufficient evidence 
that something must be done to prevent 
the lumber industry from ultimately 
dying out." 


Congress will be urged when it meets 


in December to adopt a reforestation 
program incorporating the recommenda- 
tions of the Senate Committee headed 
by Senator McNary of Oregon, which 
held hearing in Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and other Northwestern 
states last 


spring during their investigation of re- 
forestration conditions throughout the 
country.

However, that government operation may be 


efficient, is no reason why all business should 
be operated by the government, as the Social- 
ists propose. It is not even a reason why busi- 
ness, which cannot be efficiently managed un- 
der the profit system, such as the utilization 
of coal and other natural resources limited .in 
extent, should be operated by the government. 


The solution of the coal question will lie in 


giving the mining and distribution to a number 
of public corporations, working without any 
thought of making profits; 
corporations in 


which all interests are given ^.proportionate 
participation: The public first of all, repre- 
sented by the government and possibly by that 
of the state in which the coal is situated; .the 
present mine owners, who would then be bond- 
holders; the various groups of workers, from 
the administrative heads down to the ordinary 
laborers. 


Mr. Lenroot may have a better plan; and 


perhaps he knows precisely "how far it is in 
the power of the government to act." 
If so, 


are not his constituents entitled to a share in 
that knowledge? And if he does not know how 
to solve this question, why should he deal out 
a lot of vague generalities which his hearers 
know just as well as he, and about which there 
is no thought of dissent? Is our distinguished 
statesman not afraid that some of his con- 
stituents, remembering • that . the demagogue 
can be told by his failing to apply "toil and 
study" to th'e questions he discusses, may for- 
get -who it was that gave them this test? 


Fortunately, Gov. Pinchot is not in the habit 


of dealing in generalities, and there is rea- 
sonable hope that he may bring us a long step 
nearer to the solution of'this question, even if 
he should not succeed in preventing an inter- 
ruption of work this fall. Mr. Pinchot it'was 
who organized the Forest Service, after B. E. 
Fernow had laid the foundations, and managed 
the biggest lumber business in the world with 
conspicuous success, without making a cent of 
profit for anybody except the people of the 
United States, and at a salary less than many 
fifth-rate private concerns pay to their sales- 
managers. 
It is a safe bet that he has some 


very definite plans regarding the coal situa- 
tion, the result of having all his life tried 
really to understand any work he was engaged 
in, without the need of hiding his lack of in- 
formation and ideas behind a smoke screen of 
meaningless palaver.—Ernest Bruncken, Mil- 
waukee.
